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Anlmailvcrfioiis  on  the  principal  follies  of  English. 
From  the  French  0/ M.  G.  DoURX. 

F'  NGLA\D,  at  prefent  fo  jealous  of  its  liberty  of  thinking 
j  and  ai^ting,  was  once  the  flave  of  priefts  and  tyrants. 
William  the  conqueror  carried  his  power  fo  far  as  to  oblige 
the  people  to  put  out  the  fires  and  go  to  bed  at  fix  oVlock. 
'I'lie  Englifii,  for  a  long  time,  paid  a  tax  of  a  crown  a-head  to 
the  pope.  I'here  was  a  time  when  the  priefts,  who  meddle 
wiih  every  thing,  had  rendered  this  people  fo  exceedingly 
rii])erllitioiis,  as  to  make  them  believe,  not  only  that  the 
licahli  of  their  fouls,  but  of  their  bodies  alfo,  depended  on  a 
regular  attendance  on  public  worfliip.  VFe  read  in  Jurieu, 
iiiid  others,  that  one  of  their  kings,  on  viewing  the  carcale  of 
a  Itag  which  he  had  juft  killed,  cried  out,  By  heavens  he 
was  in  gtiod  health,  though  he  never  heard  mafs  or  vefpers.^^ 
The  Knglilh  are  much  changed  fince  that  time ;  but  the 
change  coft  them  many  a  bloody  war.  The  generality  of* 
ih.eiii  being  naturally  exceftive  in  every  thing,  they  palled  in 
a  fhort  lime  from  llavery  to  licentioulhels ;  from  extreme  de¬ 
votion  to  the  moft  determined  impiety.  Every  individual 
having  divefted  himfelf  of  his  troublefome  prejudices,  gave 
lilmfclf  up  to  his  own  humour  and  opinions.  Royalty  was 
<»vti  turned  in  the  perfon  of  the  unfortunate  Charles  I,  who 
fuftcied  death  without  caufe,  and  without  pity.  This  prince 
laying  to  thole  who  conduifted  him  to  prilbn,  That  he 
iliought  himfelf  accountable  for  his  adlions  to  God  alone 
rhelr  captain  had  the  infolence  to  anfwcr,  Very  true,  and 
therefore  we  intend  Ihortly  to  fend  you  to  God  for  that  pur- 
pofe.’» 

!3uring  the  reign  of  Charles  11.  their  manners  underwent 
great  revolutions.  A  tafte  for  literature  and  gallantry  fuc- 
VoL.  V.  R  ceeded 
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cceileJ  to  fanaticifm  ;ind  piety;  but  they  ftill  continued  to 
j>rcfcrve  that  bafis  of  ferocity  which  is  productive  of  (Iroiig 
rc.ilbning  in  one,  and  in  nnoiher  brutality.  Pcrhaps"’wc  our- 
fc  Ives  are  deceived  in  tiiis  matter,  by  our  retined  politenefs, 
vvliith,  according  to  the  Englilh,  renders  us  unnatural.  In 
general,  fays  M.  dc  IVl'iralt,  they  perform  a  pood  action  boldly, 
xnd  they  dare  f4)ll4»\v  their  leafon  in  oppolition  to  cuOoin;  but 
their  good  fenfe  is  mb:cd  with  whims  and  extravagance, 
'rheir  refulutions  arc  generally  fudden.  It  is  common  ia 
England  lijr  a  girl  to  vow  that  Ihc  will  marry  the  firft  naan 
llie  meets;  and  accordingly  they  are  married.  Wine  hath 
Ibmetinies,  among  this  people,  been  ])roductive  of  great  cruelty. 
Some  of  them  have  made  a  vow  to  murder  the  firft  perlbn 
they  I'net  after  leaving  the  tavern;  and  they  have  kept  their 
word.  Their  nublefte  often  box  or  play  at  hovvls  with  ibc 
lo'.veft  among  llie  people. 

Some  of  our  nation  confider  the  Faigliih  ftage,  which  affords 
that  people  fo  much  delight,  as  a  proof  of  their  barbarity, 
'Their  tragedies,  ijt  is  true,  though  interelling  and  replete  with 
beauties,  are  neverthelel's  dramatic  nionflers,  half  butchery 
and  half  farce.  Giotefiiiie  charaiHcr,  and  extravagant  plea- 
fautry,  conllitute  the  chief  ])nrt  of  their  comedies:  in  one  of 
them  the  devil  enters  fneezing,  and  fouiebody  fays  to  the  de¬ 
vil,  God  hlcfs  you.  'They  are  not  however  all  of  this  ftainp: 
thev  liave  eNCii  foine  in  a  very  good  tafte;  but  there  are 
liardlv  any  which  give  us  an  advaniagcjus  idea  of  the  Englifh 
nation  ;  though  it  is  from  the  theatre  that  a  ftranger  forms 
liis  opinion  of  the  manners  of  a  people.  The  Englifh  coiliic 
j>oets  do  not  eiuleavour  to  ]>aint  their  countrymen  fuch  as 
iliey  a:v  :  lor  they  arc  laid  lo  poflefs  as  niucli  humanity  as 
fcalbn. 

A  man  in  difgr.icp  at  court  i<,  in  London,  eongratulatcd  with 
as  niiuh  f)licitiidc  as  in  other  places  he  is  abandoned.  The 
thing  for  hich  the  Englifh  are  moll  culpable,  is  their  deem¬ 
ing  filicide  an  act  of  bravery.  They  ought  to  recolletft,  that 
even  the  Athenians,' their  model,  were  not  fiifl'ered  to  deftroy 
themtclves  till  after  they  had  given  tlu  ir  reafons  for  it. 
Fingliili,  on  the  contrary,  frequently  kill  ihemfclves  on 
llighteil  occjfiun;  CNcn  fonietiines  merely  to  mortify  another. 
A  huflsand  dillatislied  with  the  behaviour  of  his  wife,  who, 
by  bis  deatii,  would  be  a  conficlerahle  lofer,  threatened,!  i(fhe^ 
did  not  mend  her  manners,  to  b.e  revengeil  of  her  by  hang¬ 
ing  hnnfelt.  Tlie  Englifh  are  now-a-days  fcldora  criiel^  W- 
(c;>i  t4)  thcmlclves,  or  in  their  j>ul)lic  Ijx'cHaf  U  rarely  in  thciT 
rohbciifs.  'Their  highwaymen  generally  <ontci:t  themfclres 
•.vith  tal/mg  }  our  money,  and  being  witty  upon  the  occaf^* 
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One  of  tbcfe  peor|>le,  having  (lopped  an  ^glifh  noblesnan 
upon  ibe  road,  relied  his  piftol  on  the  door  ofithe  coach, .  and 
r.iiil,  I'bis  piece,  hiy  lord,  is  worth  a  hundred  guineas:  1 
would  .ulvife  your  loi  dlhip  to  buy  itd*  Hislorddiip  underdood 
liic  meaning  of  lliefe  words,  gave  him  the, money,  and  took 
ihc  pldol,  which  he  immediately  prefenicd  at^the  highway- 
i\nrn,  who  told  him,  with  a  fmile,  .•*  That  he  mull  have  taken' 
him  It)  he  a  great  fool  if  he  thought  the  piece  was  charged/* 

I  Hull  tiiihh  this  chapter  with  the  recital  of  a  very  extraor- 
(hu  iiy  atfair,  which  could  never  have  entered  any  head  bui 
Pn.ii  of  an  Kiiglilh  woman:  (lie  was  fo  pit^ued  at  being  told; 
il.  It  women  had  as  great  a  propenfity  to  love  as  men,  that 
jh?  iiillantly  made  a  vow  of  perpetual,  virginity,  and  accord-> 
Iv  died  a  virgin  nt  the  age  of  fourfeore;  (he  left  in  her  will  a 
iiinuher  of  legacies  to  virgins.  She  endeavoured  to  prove; 
ilut  the  ])roportion  in  the  pleafures  of  love  between  the  two 
fexes,  was  as  forty  to  eighty-three.  This  droll  calculation  re« 
minds  me,  that  as  the  Italians  condantly  introduce  buffoonery, 
the  Germans  wine,  the  Spaniards  devotion,  the  French  gal¬ 
lantry,  fj  the  Englhh  upon  all  occafiohs  introduce  calcula^ 
tinn.

*"1^  H  E  ear  of  the  public  has  for  fome  years  ^  paid  been  daily 
X  llunned  with  loud  and  violent  complaiiiis  of  ;;2i/^,ad- 
inlnillraiion ;  I  would  therefore  huihbly  propofe,  if ,  it  wer^ 
but  for  the  fake  of  variety,  that  a  female  ad  hiihi(lratio3i  (hould 
lor  once  take  its  turn,  and  be  allowed  a  fair  and  candid  tna^ 
on  tl:c  Hippery  pinnacle  of  power.  , 

'flic  w’orihipful  company  of  barbers  have  familiarly  ap¬ 
proached  the  throne,  and  offered  aclvice  in  matters  pf  capitfil 
concern.  The  dill  more  worlhipful  the  c — n  c — 1  have  like» 
on  fcveral  occafions,  conveyed  their  difihtereded  counfels 
to  tlic  royal  ear.  I  fay  difinterefted^  becaufe  frequently  re- 
lai  ing  to  matters  in  \yhich  they  had  no  earthly,  concern :  but 
in  the  prefent  cafe,  as  fo  near,*  (b  dear,  an4^(b  confidcrable  a 
part  of  them  [viz,  their, wives)  arc  deeply  intcr^fted,  . I, make 
no  doubt  but  that  refpetdable  body  will  tile  iti  tit  molt  influence 
to  promote  this  mod  falutary  and  patriotic  (jce)ne.J 
1  need  not  point  out  to  ^e  intelligent  leaders  of  that.l^dy 
in  what  manner  its  influence  may  be  mod  .effeiljially  exerted. 
Some  occafion  of  congratulation  or  condolatiop  may  (bon  offer, 
•vheu  they  can  introduce  a  reconlmendation  of  this  (cbeme, 

with 
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with  tVirir  nfual  propriety;  and  its  being  entirely  foreign  to 
the  purpofe  of  fuch  congratulation  or  condolation,  will  ooW 
make  it  the  more  remarkable,  and  lefs  liable  to  be  overlookea. 

No  maji  can  deny,  that  England  made  its  greateft  and  mod 
illullrious  figure  during  two  jemaie  reigns  ;  and  therefore  it  is 
naturally  to  he  prefumed,  that  a  female  minijiry  may  refloie 
our  decayed  conllitution,  and  enable  it  to  exert  its  priftine 
vigour. 

I  forefee  many  good  confequences  refulting  from  tfab 
fcheme ;  one  of  which  is,  that  it  will  infallibly  put  a  ftop  to 
thofe  political  bickerings  which,  to  the  di (grace  of  the  prefent 
age,  have  been  carried  on  with  a  virulence  and  malignity  un* 
known  to  former  times. 

I  take  it  for  granted,  that  mod  of  the  prefent  writers  a* 
gainll  the  minillry  confill  of  dif'earded  courtiers,  or  military 
gentlemen,  difappoinied  of  preferment.  Now,  all  thefe  per- 
fonages  being  remarkable  for  their  complaifance  to  the  fair 
fex,  can’t  in  honour  draw  their  pens  againil  a  female  adtnini- 
Aralion ;  f)  that  we  (hall  no  longer  he  diftratfted  with  reading 
the  jeveral  fides  of  political  cuntrovcrly;  the  wheels  of  go- 
vernment  will  he  unclogged,  the  bafinefs  «f  the  ftatc  go 
finoothly  on,  commerce  will  flouriih  anew,  and  the  weavers, 
inilead  of  idly  parading  in  Bloom (l)ufy-ft]uare,  will  find  fo®- 
cient  employment  in  Spiral-fields.  ^ 

The  real  llrength  and  riches  of  a  (late  confift  in  the  number 
and  induflry  of  the  inhahitants.  To  increafe  the  number  of 
people,  and  to  find  them  liiflicient  employment,  will  naturally 
be  the  great  ohjetds  of  a  i'emale  adminiflration*  All  fineenre 
places  will  he  alxiliflied,  all  unnecefTary  redritdions  and  bars  on 
the  matrimonial  road  will  he  removed;  the  marriageiatfl  will 
be  repealed,  with  I'onie  other  a<fts,  which  modly  affetd  the 
poor  ;  and  the  deficiency  in  the  funds  made  up,  by  a  heavy 
tax  on  bachelors;  as  alfo  ou  dogs  and  horfes  for  fport,  which 
would  contribute  more  to  the  prefervation  of  the  gatne^  than 
any  method  our  male  adminidrators  have  yet  difeovered, 
though  they  feem  to  have  conddered  this  point  of  greater 
national  importance  than  tJ:e  increafe  of  popularity, 

I  am  very  fenfible  that  many  objeidions  may  be  brought  a- 
gaind  every  fcheme  that  is  offered  for  the  public  good.  'As  to 
this  luy  i'clieiiie,  I  fiiall  he  told,  that  w'omen  in  general  want 
learning,  and  have  no  heads  for  hniinefs.  In  anfwer  to  the 
lird,  1  have  never  heard  luiu  h  of  the  learning  of  any  one  of 
our  ininiders,  during  three  adminidralions.  ’ 

'Fhe  fcroTul  ohjeclion  i*:,  that  women  have  no  beads  fw 
hiifiiufs.  W'e  all  know  (whatever  the  wew  may  pretend)  it 
\r(]!iire!»  ‘'no  conjuration,  or  mighty  magic”  to  go  through 
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the  co!iiinon  routine  bufinefs  of  office.  ^Tis  true,  that  difficult 
neoTitlations  may  fometiines  occur,  in  the  condutfl  of  which 
Vhifc  am)  intrigue  are  neceflary.  But  furely  the  men  will 
not  pretend  to  excel  in  either  of  thofe  arts. 

It  may  be  urged,  perhaps,  .in  behalf  of  fomc  veteran  mi- 
nlllers  and  ])laccmen,  thal  having  fpent  the  greateft  part  of 
tlieir  lives  in  fome  office  or  other  about  the  court,  they  have 
(ontracted  certain  habits,  which  had  become  as  it  were  fe- 
cMiu)  nature ;  and  thrrefore.it  would  be  cruel,  2it  their  years, 
fo  fend  them  back  into  the  wide  world.  In  anfwer  to  which, 
If’t  ilicfe  veterans  dill  continue  about  the  court,  and  .have 
|)jaccs!  there  will  be  openings  enow  for  them,  and  it  will 
jn.ikc  no  material  alteration  in  my  plan.  As  for  example, 
they  can  very  properly  fucceed  to  thofe of  .  the  bed- 
( iiainbcr,  maids  of  honour,  houfe-keepers,  neceflary  women, 
or  dr\'  nnrfes,  who  dial  I  vacate  their  places,  by  accepting  any 
(if  the  orcat  offices  of  ftate. 

1  do  not  mean,  that  this  my  offered  fcheme  ffiould  take 
immediate  effe^l.  I  have  no  objedlion  to  our  prefent  miniffers, 

'.vham  our  amiable  S - 11  has  entrufted  with  the  reins  of 

oovernment.  But  from  the  natural  ficklenefs  of  our  tempers, 
and  the  inllability  of  human  affairs,  a  change  of  miniffers 
i  happen  fome  time  or  other.  Whenever,  through  thefe 
or  iViy  other  canfes,  a  change  fliall  be  judged  neceflary,  then 
would  1  humbly  propoie  to  make  trial  of  ^  jeniale  adminijlra^ 
t:v2,  and  fubmit  to  the  judgment  of  the  public  whether  the 
fevcral  departments  and  offices  of  the  ftate  W'ould  not  be  very 
ably  and  properly  filled,  in  the  following  manner;

On  tl'c  Propciifity  of  every  Nation  to  claim  a  remote  Origin* 

'r  is  notorious  to  any  one  converfant  in  hiftory,  that  every 
I  nation  has  a  ftrong  propenfity  to  derive  their  origin  from 
Ionic  very  difiant  period  ;  and  where  they  have  nothing  elf? 
lo  boalf  of,  they  will  dill  boad  of  their  antiquity.  The  Ro¬ 
mm  jioets  and  hidorians  maintain  with  one  voice,  that  the 
lioinans  were  defeended  from  .^neas.  The  authority  of  Ho-' 
iiicr,  who  relates  Neptune’s  predi<ftion,  that,  as  Priam  was  hat- 
til  hy  the  gods,  iEneas  fhould  reign  over  the  Trojans,  is  deci- 
live  in  this  point. 

The  Grecians  affert,  that  their  illudrions  ancedors  defrend- 
etl  from  fume  divinity.  The  Arcadians  tell  us,  that  their 
jiretlecertors  were  older  than  Jupiter,  or  even  than  the  moon 
itklf;  and  the  Athenians,  that  their  progenitor  was  before 

the  fun. 

The  Egyptians  boad,  that  they  had  been  governed  by  gods 
Iroin  time  immemorial  ;  though  they  afterwards  became  in- 
Jolent,  and  configned  over  their  authority  to  mortals  :  that 
they  could  reckon  up  348  generations  w^hich  were  elapfrd  un¬ 
der  the  government  of  thefe  heroes,  who  cxa^ly  completed 
the  fame  number  of  years.  The  piiefts  of  Memphis  inform¬ 
ed  Herodotus,  and  he  believed  them,  that  the  Egyptian  em¬ 
igre  had  fubfided  11,340  years.

der  had  made  himfelf  mader  of  Afia.  '  .  * 

Spain  boalts  anceliors  of  6000  years  (landing ;  they  aflert, 
that  they  are  derived  from  Jabal  the  fonof  Japhet,  , 

f’rancio,  an  imaginary  Trojan,  was  fuppoled  to  have  fouiid* 
ed  the  French  empire.  Every  dillinct  nation  in  Germany^ 
dores  the  god  Tiiifca  as  their  predecefTor.  » 

The  Saxons,  Fricllaiiders,  and  BrunTwickers,  have  difeotf^r- 
ed,  as  they  iliink,  that  they  are  fprung  from  the  loins  of  the 
three  renosvned  generals  who  ftrved  under  Alexander. 

The  D  anes  tell  you  they  are  dtTcended  from  giants.  Dan 
was  their  founder,  and  Argal  his  brother  gave  rife  to  the 
Englilh.  ' 

Sweden  fprung  from  Magog,  as  a  learned  archbidiop  has 
attempted  to  prove.

Tli^  unlucky  have  but  hours,  and  thofe  they  loofe. 

Ofail  men  that  ever  raifed  the  t6inpaffion  of  his  contempo. 
lilies,  ])crhaps  the  gentleman  of  whofe  life  we  are  going  to 
L'ive  .1  few  cirrinn (lances,  was  the  niofl  unfortunate.  The 
(lilipiK)intincnts  of  others  have  been  remarked  and  celebrated; 
but  this  gentlcnian^s  fufferings  feem  to  have  been  difregarded, 
though  well  vorthv,  for  their  ftrangenels,  of  a  place  even  in 
liKloiy.  But  i:  has  ever  been  the  way  among  us  to  make  the 
gmted  noif'c  about  the  mofl  infignificant  perfons,  while  thofe 
who  really  merited  \vell  from  their  country,  languifh  out  their 
lift*  in  ohlcurity,  and  die  unknown. 

(iapiain  Glas  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  and  bred  originally 
n  (iirgeon.  In  that  capacity  he  made  fbme  voyages  to  the 
(Old  of  guinea;  and  his  merit  being  known,  he  was  at  length 
promotctl  to  be  mafter  of  a  Guinea  fliip,  in  which  Aation  he 
conilmied  till  the  late  war  began.  Having  faved  a  good  fum 
money  in  trade,  he  was  relblved  to  venture  a  part  of  it  on 
boird  a  privateer,  and  he  went  himfclf  as  captain.  He  was 
nur  three  days  at  Tea  in  this  new  command,  before  the  fhip^s' 
new  mutinied,  and  fent  him  what  is  called  in  the  fea>phrafe 
•»  round  robing  in  w  hich  the  crew  w'rite  their  names  in  a  circle, 
Icll  one  fliould  be  before  the  other,  and  thus  more  expofed 
thin  the  reft.  In  this  fituation  he  came  on  board  and  offered* 
to  fight  with  any  man  whom  he  had  offended;  but  the  men 
knowing  him  to  be  very  refolute,  and  greatly  fuperior  in  ftrength 
to  any  in  the  fliip,  declined  his  c4iallenge,  and  at  length  by 
fair  fjieechcs  from  him  were  pacified;  but  flill  more  fb  by  the 
cipiurc  of  a  French  merchant-man  of  great  value  which  fol¬ 
lowed  immediately  after.  This  gleam  of  good  fortune,  how- 
t'vcr,  was  foon  difpellcd  by  the  appearance  of  any  enemy's 

frigate 
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frigate  above  twice  his  ftrength,  with  which- howevei^  h«  nw 
folved  to  engage.  The  conteil  was  a  very  virarm  one  file  vhk 
than  two  hours;,  but  at  length  another  French  >ppearuig, 
Captain  Glas  was  obliged  to  (Irike,  not  without  the  of 
more  than  half  his  crew,  and  he  himfelf  (hot  through  the 
(boulder. 

He  remained  (bine  time  in  a  French  prifon  in  the  Weft- 
Indies,  and  w>as  treated  w  ith  much  feveriiy  ;  but  bekig  at  left 
exchanged,  he  re  folved  to  embark  the  remainder  of  bis  for. 
tune  upon  another  adventure  in  the  privateering, way..  The 
fame  fuccefs  attended  him  now-  that  did  upon  the  fiirnaet  oc- 
cafion  ;  he  was  again  taken  prifoiier,  and  hb  whole  fortune^  it 
once  ded roved.  Upon  being  relea fed  a  fecond  lime,  he  was 
employed  by  incrchanis  in  their  fervice  to  anjd  from  the  Weft. 
Indies,  and  was  taken  prifoner  during  the  lad  war  no  lefs 
than  feven  times.  In  this  Hacluation  of  his  fotUines^  how¬ 
ever,  he  had,  upon  the  conclufion  of  the  late  peace,  amafted 
about  two  thou&nd  pound  Ize-moncy. ;  and  being  recloonod 
one  of  the  bed  feamen  in  the  Britiili  dominions,  be  refiilved 
In  his  own  (liip  to  go  upon  a  difeovery.  -It  was  upoi\  ibis 
occalion  that  he  found  out  a  new  harbour  on  the  of 
Africa,  between  the  river  SenegaLand  Cape  dc  Verd,  to  which 
he  reafonably  fuppol’ed  a  very  great  trade  might  be  dthrcn. 
Flated  with  his  fucceis,  he  returned  to  Fngland,  and  l^id  hii 
difeovery  before  the  minidry.  He  went  with  the  utmoi^  pa* 
tience- through  all  the  delays  of  office,  and  at  length  dbuintd 
an  excludve  trade  to  his  own  harbour  for  twenty  years*  Hav¬ 
ing  thus  prepared  for  his  departure,  w  ith,  the  adidancci  of  one 
or  two  other  merchants,  he  left  h^ngland  with,  feven  ot  Ofjtit 
feamen,  and  after  a  fuccefsrul  voyage  arrived  at.the  newyfowid 
harbour.  His  fird  care  was  to,  fend  one  of  his  men  on  fhoie 
with  propofitions  of  trade ;  but  the  treacherous,  natives  ms* 
dered  him  the  moment  he  wa^  landed.  ,  Captain  GIm,^  how¬ 
ever,  W.13  not  yet  difeouraged;  he  found  means  to  infibsn^^ 
king  of  the  country  of  the  wrong  done  him,  and.  the  mQlIvi 
;Klvamages  that  might  accrue  from  trading  thither.  The 
king  lecined  to  be  pleafed  with  liis  propofal,  but  it  was  only 
to  got  him  the  more  iWurely-  in  his  power  ;  but  Glas 
on  his  guard,  he  failed  in  jeffetding.  his  bafe  defign*  XhCi 
king’s  next  attempt  was  to  poilbn  the  crew  by  provifioi^wHUs 
were  lent  as  prefenesjo  the  captain;  this  alfo  failed  oCeSilij 
h'M  Glas,  lor  w-ant  of  necejiaries,  was  obliged  to  go  to  the  Cie 
r»Rrics  in  an  open  boat,  in  order  to  buy  what  w-as  vvantiiig.fiwH 
the  Spaniards.  In  the  ine.an  lime,  the  favages  perceivi^lpd^

t  ,  quit  the  harbour,  and  not  finding  her  captain  retutn,  iaUed 
a.v  \y  for  J^iglaini,  where  it  arrived  in  fafety, 
in  tiie  mean  time,  the  unfortunate  captain  had  landied upon 
owe  'A  the  ('unary  iilands,  and  preiented  his  petition  id  the 
Souiiih  a,ovcrrior  :  but  his  bad  fortune  ftill  followed  him;  the 
.s.Vinl.irrJ,  inilead  of  treating  him.  with  the  defired  hof^tality, 
meiniv  threw  him  into  prifon  a«  a  fpy,  .and  there  kept  hun 
in  .1  dark  damp  dungeon  for  fonie  months^  without  either  pen^ 
ink,  or  paper.  Being  thus  deflitute  of  every  meansiof  inak* 
i  io  his  ciic  known  to  his  countrymen,  he  at  length  bethought 
hint  Id  f  cf  writing  with  a  piece  of  charcoal  on  a  bifeuit,  which 
was  allowed  him  for  his  fubfUlence,  to  a  captain  of  an  Englifh 
ui  in  of  war  then  lying  in  tbe^  harbour;  w:ho,  though  with 
much  dilliculty,  and  after  bemg  previoufly  Cent,  to  prifon  him<* 
P'lf,  at  length  eftecled  the  captain’s  releaCe-  Here  he  coo^ 
linued  for  loinc  time,  till  his  wife  and  daughter,  a.' heauiifdl 
riil  about  eleven  years,  came- to  him  from  home;  and  from 
tiic  Canaries  they  all  joyfully  embarked  for  k-ngland  on  board 
the  San<!vvich,  Captain  CU^kerau,  commander.  Glaa  now 
fippofed  that  all  bis  dangers  were  over ;  for  the  fliip  hod 
come  within  fight  of  hi&  native  country wbea  a  port  of 
crew  mutinied,  and  fecretky  refolved  to,  murder  all  the  retk, 
The  names  of  the  conf^rators  were  George  Gidley,  cook,  m 
native  of  the  weft  of  Kngland,  Peter  Mackinley,  the  boobv 
fu  ain,  a  native  of  Ireland,  Andrew  Z^kerman,  a.  Dutchmwv 
and  Richard  St  Qiiintin,  an  EngUnitnan.  Thcfle  villainft  eiK 
tered  into  a  conl'piracy  to  murder  the  cafitain  and  all  the;  (k 
ther  perfons,  and  to  poffefs  themfelves  of  the  treafiire  on 
hoard  the  fhip,  which  amounted'  to  above  an  hundred  thou- 
find  pounds.  This  defign  on  their  paffage  they  attempted 
three  different  nights  to  accompHfh;  but  wOi'C  prevented  nftoct 
hy  Captain  Clas,  than  by  Captain  Cuckerao^s  vigilance.  At 
length,  on  Saturday  the  thirtieth  of  November  1 765,  at  eleven 
o'clock  at  night,  the  four  afTaflins  being  Rationed  on  the  nights 
watch,  and  Captain  Cockeran  being  come  on  the  quarteivdedc 
to  fee  every  thing  propf?rly  fettled,  upon  returning  to  hie 
cabin,  Peter  Mackinley  the  boatfwain,  feiaved  him  and  held 
him  fail  till  Gidley  knocked  him  down  with  an  iron  bar;  atni 
repeating  the  blows  till  he  was  dead,  they  then  threw  him 
verboard.  The  captain’s  groans  having  alarmed  two  other 
feameii  who  were  not  in.  the  confpiracy,  they  coming  tipoia 
deck  were,  difpatched  in  the  fame  manner.  As  this  horeidi 
Iccne  was  not  performed  without  noife,  it  awakened  Gaptm; 
Clas  who  was  at  tbao  time  in  bed ;  upon  his.  coming  tipon 
deck,  he  there  perceived  what  they  were  aboHt^  aodt 
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back  with  the  utmod  precipitation  to  get  his  fword,  as  he  Wat 
unarmed,  Mackinley  imagining  the  caufe  of  his  going  bacit^ 
went  down  to  the  (teps  leading  to  the  cabin,  and  there 
ill  the  dark  at  the  foot  of  them,  expecting  Glas^s  retunji.  He 
lucceeded  but  too  well  in  his  dr^fign  ;  for  the  captain  going 
up,  Mackinley  behind  his  back  (eixed  him  in  his  arms,  and 
drove  to  hold  him  fall.  Glas  who  had  great  drength;  had  ia 
Ibme  meafnre  difciigaged  one  of  his  hands,  when  the  other 
three  rnflians  came  up  to  attack  him.  Mackinley  dill  kepi 
calling  out  to  his  alfociites ;  but  Zekerman  rufliing  on'  before 
the  red,  received  the  captain^s  fword  in  his  arm,  where  the 
weapon  was  entangled,  and  at  length  wreded  it  out  of  the 
capiain\s  gripe.  When  they  got  the  Avord,  they  gave  him 
feveral  dabs,  while  his  groans  and  rclidaiice  were  all  this  time 
didinctly  heard  by  his  unfortunate  wife  and  daughter.  It  is 
a  circumllauce  that  adds  fomething  pathetic  to  this  relation, 
that  the  po(»r  child  had  hnt  that  day  finilhed  a  fa m pier  which 
ihe  was  working,  in  which  file  records  her  name  and  her  age. 
The  two  j>oor  trembling  creatures  had  by  this  time  come  u- 
poll  deck,  wading  through  the  blood  of  the  hufband  and  the 
father.  Uponcoming  in  fight  of  the  murderers,  they  threw, 
theinfelvcs  down,  and  implored  for  mercy ;  but  this  they 
were  not  difpofed  to  grant,  hut  Zekerman  bid  them  imme* 
diatcly  prepare  for  death.  'Fhe  ladies  now  feeing  that  no 
intreaties  could  avail,  rlafj^ed  each  other  w’ith  a  lafl:  embrace, 
refolving  to  die  in  each  other’s  arms,  while  Mackinley  and 
Zekerman  taking  them  both  together,  flung  them  Into  the 
fea,  where  they  foon  funk  together  to  the  bottom.

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  beff  judges,  that  the  trade  of  Great  Britain 
v.itii  other  nations  has  been  for  Ibme  years  upon  the  decline  i  That 
her  merchants  are  underfold  at  foreign  markets  is  a  general  complaint^ 
and  a  natural  conTequcnce  of  the  luxury  diffuied  through  all  ranks  of 
people;  whereby’, the  priceof  labonr  and  raanufa^ures  is  raifed  above  the 
\a!ue  in  other  countries-  THe  Spaoiili  trade,  once  fo  lucrative, is,  by  the 
conduit  cf  our  miniffry,  and  the  family  compad  of  the  boufe  of  Boar* 
ban,  almofl  reduced  to  nothing*  The  trade  with  Portugal  it  leffenio# 
tvtry  year.  The  balance  of  trade  with  France,  has  long  been  agalnft 
liicin  :  and,  but  for'^the  article  of  tobacco,  would  be  immenlety  !#• 
Numberlcfs  inffances,  of  the  fame  fort,  might  be  given  r  Yet  under 
aii  thefe  difadvantages,  it  is  acknowledged,  that,  upon  the  whole,  the 
wealth,  the  trade,  the  (hipping,  and  the  maritime  power  of  Great 
Ih  itain,  have  increafed  beyond  the  idea  of  former  times.  > 

This  (he  owes  to  her  American  colonies :  They  have  made  her 
ample  ameuds  for  the  decay  of  all  her  other  commerce  :  Here  is  her 
^rand  market  for  all  her  various  manufadhircs,  and  hence  (he  i»  prin* 
vipally  fupplied  with  grois  materials. 

This  is  the  only  trade  in  which  (he  cannot  be  rivalled  t  and  which 
nothing-hut  her  own  tyranny  and  folly  can  aver  deprive  her  of.  Had 
ihe  luffered  her  American  to  continue  in  the  enjoyment  of  a 

mild  and  equitable  government,  and  given  proper  encouragement  to 
our  trade,  the  beuefic  (be  derives  from  us  would  have  been  continual* 
ly  increahng;  as  all  our  gain  would  have  centered  in  Great  Britain 
in  return  for  her  miinufadlures.  But,  fince  a  contrary,  and  uodedhn* 
table  (ydem  of  politics,  has  been  adopted,  and  Wts  are  not  allowed  to 
purchaie  the  manufa^ures  of  qur  mother  country,  unlefs  loaded 
with  taxes  to  raife  a  revenue  from  us,  without  our  confentt  Since  all 
<jur  complaints  have  been  difregarded,  and  nothing  but  a  total  depr4 
vaiion  of  our  liberty,  and  entailing  flavery  upon  oi  and  our  poftefily, 
can  fatiate  the  malice  of  our  cruel  enemies  i  is  not  high  time  to  ea^tav 
vour  to  convince  the  inhabitants  nf  Great  Britain^  that  our  uBtiiiM 
are  equilly  theirs ;  and  by  refuUng  to  take  their 
with-holding  from  them  our  commodities,  until  oar  grtejiiwii  kre 

jredrdErdf 
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redreiTed,  demonftrate  to  them^  that  we  caDQot  be  wounded  bot 
through  their  tides  ^ 

Thcle  are  the  proper  means  to  ufe  upon  the  prefent  tnteretiiiig  oc* 
cation*  Thcfe  are  the  arms  with  which  God  and  nature  hare  fiiroilh* 
ed  us  for  our  defence  ;  a  prudent  and  relolute  exertion  of  which  iHIl 
Toon  obtain  what  has  been  refufed  to  our  moti  ardent  lupplications. 

Some  people  may  think  fuch  a  plan  inpradlicahle  in  the  tobacco  co¬ 
lonies:  Yirdf  becaufe  mod  ot  our  merchants^  being  only  faflort^  tan* 
not  enter  into  an  aifociation  for  redraining  their  imports,  wlthbi^ 
the  cool'ent  ol  their  principals ;  and  fecondly,  bccaufe  we  have'lb  feir 
manufa^dures  of  our  own,  that  we  (hall  dill  be  under  a  necedity  of  hni 
porting  from.  Grrtf/  BritaJjj, ^To  the  (ird,  it  may  be  anfwered,' that 
we  will,  in  judice  to  thefe  gentlemen,  and  their  owneri,  ^acquilot^ 
them  with  our  intentions,  leaving  it  entirely  to  themfelves  to  import 
jud  what  they  (hall  think  proper  :  VVe  will  not  attempt  to  lay  tkAa 
under  any  redri«dions,  or  ufe  any  manner  of  violence  :  We  will  only 
ceafe  to  import  any,  but  certain  enumerated  goods,  ourfeivei,  and 
refufe  to  purtbafe  them  of  others,  who  do  import  them  after- a  limited 
time. 

The  fecond  objection  is  indeed  a  more  weighty  one:  It  is  acknow* 
lodged  that  there  are  i'ome  articles  which  we  mud  dill  import  t  hot 
far  the  greater  part  we  can  do  without:  The  necedariei  of  life  lie 
within  a  narrow  compafs,  and  many  of  thefe  our  own  country  wM 
fupply.  The  little  luxuries  and  conveiiiencies  of  life  we  may  chearftil* 
ly  part  with,  when  we  reflect  that  we  are  thereby  fecuring  the  liberty 
and  happinefs  of  our  pollcrity.  ♦  • 

*  We  have  certainly  no  occation  to  fend  to  Great  Britain  for  any 
thing  that  we  eat  or  drink.  Fiuery,  from  thence,  of  all  deoominad* 
ons  may  be  reje«ded,  and  mod  forts  of  houfholol  furniture  j  we  may 
confine  ourfclvcs  to  the  cheaped  kind  of  goods,  to  linens  and  wooleot, 
&c*  not  exceeding  a  certain  price.  ‘  ‘ 

A  man  iniy  be  as  warm  in  a  coat  that  cod  but  ten  (hillings,  at  in 
one  that  cod  ten  pounds :  habit  and  cudom  will  reconcile  us  to  many

Our  complaints  would  be  heard,  our  juft  demands  granted,  and  the 
mutual  contidence  and  harmony,  which  is  fo  much  the  iotereft  both  of 
Great  Britain  and  America,  would  be  happily  reftored.

ANSWER. 

THE  paymafter  generaPs  officers- 
being  heft  acquainted  with  army  ac¬ 
counts,  are  employed  in  making  up 
the  account  of  the  preceding  pay- 
mafters*  The  accounts  of  the  earls 
of  Chatham,  Darlington  and  Kinnoul, 
and  Mr  Potter,  svere  made  up  by 
them,  and  regularly, and  in  due  courl'e,* 
deliveretl  to  the  auditors* 

Great  as  the  army  and  its  expences 
were,  during  the  lall  war,  beyond  all 
former  example, difperfed  in  all  quar-- 
T^rs  of  the  world;  and  difficult,  as  it 
evidently  mull  have  been,  to  keep 
the  accounts  in  any  tolerable  order*,' 
it  win  be  found,  upon  examinartioii, 
that  the  accounts  of  lord  Holland,  as 
payinaltrr  general,  are  not  further 
hack  than  thofe  of  his  predeceffbrs, 
and  that  his  lordfliip's  accounts  are* 
not  kept  back,  as  has  been  ruggeRed, 
from  inclination,  hut  nccciiiity.

The  accounts  of  the  laft  war  are 
voluminotis  and  di£ficult  beyond  ex* 
ample..  The  great  variety  of  opera-' 
tions,  and  the  very  great  diftance  of 
the  troops,  made,  and  inuft  make,  the 
correfpondence,  and  adjufting  thofe 
accounts  with  the  paymafters  and  ac¬ 
countants  attending  them,  very  flow 
and  tedious :  Thefe  therefore  will  re¬ 
quire  longer  time  to  make  up  both 
from  their  bulk  and  difficulty. 

During  the  courfe  of  a  war,  the 
troops  conflantly  changing  and  mov¬ 
ing,  and  the  fervice  in  the  ntmofi 
hurry,  it  cannot  then  be  done  with  - 
the  order,  and  regularity  abfolutely 
neoeniiry. 

Since  the  war  the  utmoll  diligence 
has  been  ufed  in  them.  The  great
